'"'•'What the world requires today Is 
ft holiday," declared- Professor W- 
Taiti' speaking before ' tho ,C«"oncral 
Accountants Association on ' "Some 
Aspects of Business Psjrchologjr" at a

Ing. Professor TSïPSRfeS'^pmolîw 
dozen suggestions how the world 
•might bo made a better and haippler 
place In which to live. '

This would 'bring 
back international trade on the basis 
of barter, an exchange of goo,ds from 
one country to another. ;

In conclusion Professor Tait said 
thai conditions will never • become 
rl5ht until the magnates and -tho in- 
dustrialists nro dethroned • and the 
prophet and the seer placed In tho 
seats ot tho mighty. The U-adcrs ot 
the world should bo thinkers, tho 
philosophers, tho men of scleucf. 
The practical man should carry out 
the ideas ot the thinkers anil no', be 
'flowed to -dominate tho world.
